World War I: The Great War 100th Anniversary 


The Treasury Department issued currency, stamps, and Liberty Loan Bonds produced by the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing (BEP) to assist with financing the Great War. This collection highlights 
inspiring allegorical and historical figures, as well as engraved American iconography featured on 

currency, stamps, bonds, and posters issued during the war. 


The World War I 100th Anniversary commemorative collection consists of 
three intaglio prints — Entry, Homefront, and Victory. 


Victory 


On November 11, 1918, a truce between the Allied powers and Germany ended the fighting during World War I. 
The Treaty of Versailles was signed on June 28, 1919, officially ending the Great War. 


During World War I and immediately following the war, the BEP printed more than 130 million individual war 
bonds. By the end of the war, half of all American families had purchased a Liberty Loan, raising more than $21 
billion for the war effort. The talent and dedication exhibited by BEP employees allowed the Bureau to meet all 
Liberty Loan orders, printing a record number of bonds and providing substantial financial support for the war effort.

Coupons from the Victory Loan featured the same engraved eagle with its 
wings outstretched in a victorious V.

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PRIVATE SOUVENIR CARDS 


The SCCS was established in 1981 to pull together 
the many collectors of an area not previously defined 
— souvenir cards. Of course, our main focus is on 
cards produced by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing (BEP), the USPS, and security printers like 
the American Bank Note Co. 


However, there is another wide area of cards that we 
call private cards. These have been produced by 
stamps shows, numismatic shows, local post offices, 
and even individuals. One of our members Bob 
Hallett even tried to catalogue all these cards! I have 
his printout from 1989. 


My personal interest in the cards is because for 15 
years, I was the coordinator for souvenirs for the 
FLOREX stamp show in Florida and produced a sou- 
venir card along with an event cover. I now have 
several binders with over 200 private cards, and I am 
on the lookout for new ones. 


The SCCS catalogues the national cards sold by the 
US Postal Service between 1960 and 1992 with the 
first and last Barcelona cards. However, local post 
masters have the ability to create souvenir cards of 
local interest. A 1997 card (above, right) honoring 
baseball hero Don Mattingly done by the USPS New 
York. A card (below, right) honoring the US Olympic 
Hockey Team in an exhibition game in DC. The col- 
lector added a second cancel with a hockey theme 
from Eveleth, Minnesota. These cards may also be 
done for second day ceremonies for prominent US 
postage stamps.

The International Plate Printers, Die Stampers, Plate ConAnni Year 


Makers and Engravers Union of North America, 
commemorated their 125th Anniversary in June, in 
Ottawa, Canada.

Overtime, the Union’s name has changed as other 
trades joined forces. This has caused some confusion 
in identifying cards and other memorabilia that are 
related to what amounts to the same organization! 


The Union was founded in 1893, in Silver Spring, 
MD, as the National Steel & Copper Plate Printers 
Union of the United States of America. It was char- 
tered by the American Federation of Labor (AFL) in 
1898. A Constitution, By-Laws, and General Rules 
were adopted in 1900. In 1901 the Canadian locals 
joined the Union and it became the International 
Steel and Copper Plate Printers Union of North 
America. Ammendments were made in 1902. 


In 1921, the Die Stampers Union joined and now it 
was the International Plate Printers and Die 
Stampers Union of North America. In 1925, the 
Engravers Union joined. In 1930, the Union adopted 
the title: The International Plate Printers, Die 
Stampers & Engravers Union of North America 
(IPPDS&EUNA). As such, their “souvenir output” 
since then, cards and convention booklets, are so 
identified. Convention cards are limited in produc- 
tion numbers, as they are intended for members and 
their families. The Union also produces cards, made 
available to the general public at other events like 
NAPEX, in much greater quantities. 


The Union held annual conventions from 1893 
through 1961. Between then and 1965, two years 
went without a convention. Since 1965, the conven- 
tions have been held every two years. It was later 
decided to decrease the frequency to four years.
